Parliament Hill tense after Laporte death

A crowd of about 200 massed at Parlia- 
ment Hill in the early hours of yesterday 
mmiing to hear Prime Minister Pierre El- 
liot Thideau's statonent on the death of 
Quebec Labour Minister Pierre Lapwte. 

Machine-gun carding soldiers, Ontario 
Provincial Police and spedally-hired 
security officers guarded the main en- 
trances to the buildings as cabinet min- 
isters and Members of Parliament arriv- 
ed to hear the statement 

Trudeau arrived with an aide at about 
2 am and walked swiftly and nervously into 
the Parliament's central Mode to his office 
in the west wing of the building. 

Observers were ordàéd out of the main 
entrance of the central blocic and told to 
move to the sidewalk opposite the building 
as camera-men set up their equipment out- 
side the west wing entrance of the central 
block. 

Four students firom Carleton University 
in Ottawa held up a large bed^heet with a 
hastily - scrawled |.'We love Canada" on it 
They urged people in the crowd to sing 0 
Canada, yelling "We support the Prime 
Minister." We're from universily and we 



support the govonment" The students 
were drunk. 

Oniy a few people started into the sing- 
ing. Most of the observers talked loudly 
and joked. Others, espedîily French- 
speaking students looking on, ezcbmged 
bushed, serious conversations. 

Opposition Leader Robert Stanfield ar- 
rived at about 3 anv He was guarded by a 
very tense soldier, again equipped with a 
sub machine-gun. 

Stanfield was immediately surrounded 
by newsmen. About a dozen people feebly 
sang "0 Canada". The soldier fingered the 
trigger of his we^n, trying to watch Stan- 
field and the crowd at the same time. Stan- 
fleld spoke about the Laporte death. 

"We an hoped it wouldn't happen, but 
wc realize we are dealing with desperate 
characters. The aim of the terrorists is to 
weaken tlie country. At this time we must 
be certain tliey don't succeed". 

More soldiers appeared. Four were 
guarding the main entrance of the central 
blodk, two flanked the west-wing donr. 
Three or four others cbedced empty cars 
parked around tlie buildSng. 

The temperature had fallen to thirty 
degrees. Thideau came out of his west wing 



office where he and his advisors liad been 
drafting the statement He read it in the 
Commonwealth Room of the central blodc. 

"With shock and constenution, I, like 
all Canadians, react with shame to the 
death, of Pierre Laporte, vïiio was so 
cowardly assassinated by a band of mur- 
dCTers". 

With the statement finished, cabinet min- 
isters and government officials moved 
quickly out of the building. There was ap- 
plause from some of the people in the 
crowd. About thirty newsmen rushed the 
cabinet members. The spectators now broke 
away from the barriers opposite the west- 
wing entrance and convoged around the 
entrance as startled soldiers and OPP of- 
ficers looked oa,.~ 

Justice Minister . John Ttarner appeared. 
He called the Laporte death "the most hw- 
rifying news Fve heard in public life..." He 
refused to confirm Cross's death. Radio and 
television stations in Ottawa had already 
reported both Laporte and Cross had been 
killed. Turner was also unwilling to tell 
newsmen how long Laporte had been dead 
when his body was found. 

Max Saltsman, an Ontario NDP Mem- 



bCT of Parliament said he "wasn't surpris- 
,ed" about the Laporte death. Saltsman, who 
had opposed the War Measures Act when it 
was adopted Friday now favors maintain- 
ing it " as long as necessary". 

"This situation shows how vubierable 
liberal democracy is. It is important to deal 
with tliese types of criminal fanatics". 

Marcel Prud'homme, Qudiec Liberal 
MP for St-Denis, urged that Canadians not 
condenm the separatists as a result of the 
Laporte affair. ' 

"I pray tliat Canadians do not confuse 
the issues. The separatists aren't on trial 
. today . I hope that the youth will realiie wtat 
Canada is. Cahnnessis of the essence", 

"If you want farouble in Canada," he con- 
tinued, "make a blacklasb. Don't get the 
^es wrong. A PQiste may be an FLQiste 

but that doestft mean that 650,000 (sup- 
porten of the Parti Quâiecc^) are suppor- 
ters of the Fronr. 

John Diefenbakernotedthat "dnce World 
War n there has been a growing disregard 
of law and a refusal to act sensib^'. 

He added, however, that "as long as 
the jury reoxnmends mercy, mercy should 
be given".. , , -

Picne Laporte, Quebec minb- 
ter of Labour and Immigration, 
was found dead Sunday morning 
in the trunk of an abandoned 
Chevrolet at St. Hubert airbase. 

A note hidden in the Theab% 
Port Royal in Place des Arts, 
led police and reporters to the 
parking lot of the airbase, 30 
miles southeast of Montreal, 
The car, which had been left in 
the parking lot earlier that even- 
ing, was the same vehicle used 
in Laporte's abduction exactly 
- a week before his death. 

A CKLM source revealed 
that the radio station was tipped 
off about the note several times 
Saturday evening, but ignored

Students reject operation débrayage

The "Operation Débrayage" 
planned bi support of the FLQ 
Manifesto seems to have been 
rejected by student assemblies 
bddFMd^. . 

■ At the CEGEP du Vieux Mont- 
real, the majority of the 2000 
students gathered in the gym 
came out in support of FLQ 
ahns, but voted against the strike. 

The general feeling was that 
a strike would accomplish nothing 
except perhaps police reprisals. 
One of the spokesmen advocating 
a return to classes added that he 
was ready to work towards: a 
free and better Quebec, but that 
he must be trained and educated 
■bioirdertodoso. 

The University of Quebec in 
Montreal was closed by the higher 
administration Friday in order 



to avoid any pretext for possible 
police action in the buildings. 

These was, however, a raid on 
the 7th floor of thé Louis-Joliette 
Fn^on, in whidi police forces 
are reported to have seized 
documents and tracts. No arrests 
were made. 

At a student assembly in the 
Gesù theatre, several "modules" 
reiterated support of the manifesto 
but advocated a return to class 
todiqr. 

At this time only the Beaux 
Arts Pavilion remabis occupied. 

The situation at the Université 
de Montreal is still cloudy with 
some faculties coming out in 
suppori of the' strike, and some 
against it 



The general mass of the student 
body seems to supports separatist 
objectWes but disagrees with 
methods of the FLQ, and would 
not be willing to support a general 
strike. 

With the death of Labour Minis- 
ter Pierre Laporte, it is doubtful 
niiether the assemblies held today 
will vote to conUnue "Operation 
Débrayage". 

However, as some movement 
leaders at the Montreal campus 
of ' the University of ' Quebec 
pointed out, further action will 
not be brought on by a strike 
but rather by the canvassing of 
clandestine and semi-autonomous 
groups at the local level. They 
explained that fear of police 
reprisals will, force the situation 
to go underground. 



the lead, thinking it was a hoax. 
Finally station employees inves- 
tigated and discovered the note, 
which they turned over to Pro- 
vincial Police. 

The bomb squad examined 
the car and forced open the 
trunk. The body was discovered 
wrapped in a sheet Mr. Laporte's 
wrists were apparently slashed, 
and he was shot once in the head. 

Tbne of death was estimated 
to be approximately 6 pm Satur- 
day. 

Police 'immediately intensified 
their search for British Trade 
Commissioner James Cross, 
kidnapped Oct. 5. The reported 
discovery of another bo4y near 
Rawdon led to rumours that 
Cross also was killed, but these 
reports were later denied. 

On Sunday afternoon, police 
receWed another communiqué 
from the FLQ which reiterated 
their original demands for Mr. 
Ones' release. 

These were the immediate 
release of the 23 "political 
prisoners" behig held in Quebec 
jails a|id safe conduct for them 
and thek families to the country 
of their choice. The FLQ also 
demanded the cessation of all 
police bivestigation bito their 
activities. 

The communique was accom- 
panied by a note hi Mr. Cross' 
handwriting in which he express.ed 
concern for hb wife and assured 
that he was alhre and well. 

On learning of the death of Mr. 
Laporte, Prime Minister Tru- 
deau was quoted as saying, "I 



cannot but feel, as a Canadian, 
a deep sense of shame that this 
cruel and senseless act could be 
coricehred in cold blood and 
executed m like maimer. 

"It is vrith deep regret that 
Canadians find themselves at 
a very sorry moment in our 
history." 

Mr. Trudeau arrived -in Mont- 
real yesterday afternoon to dis- 
cuss this latest developmoit with 
Premier Bourassa and Mayor 
Drapeau. 

Premier Bourassa had offered 
before the discovery of Laporte's 
body to exchange the FLQ pris- 
onere for Laporte and Cross on 
the Concordia bridge at Man and 
Hb Worid. The bridge would 
be considered Cubaii territory 
during the exchange, and the 
FLQ hostages would be released 
by Cuban envoys in Montreal as 
soon as the terroruts had arrived 
safely in Havana. 

Justice mhibter Choquette 
ràtatéd thb offer early Sunday, 
saying that the same condittons 
would apply for the release of 
Mr. Cross. 

Flags across the province were 
lowered to half-mast hi mourn- 
big for Mr. Laporte, ndiile at 
McGQl several scheduled events 
were cancelled.

Unwin calls cannabis laws dangerous

The current '.proliferation o( 
drug ' discussions manifested 
itself - again Friday, this time be- 
fore a meeting of the Pre-medi- 
cal Society. 

Dr. Johii R. Unwin, a McGiU 
assistant professor of psychia- 
try, told assembled students: 
"The most dangerous thing 
about canabis right now is the 
laws, not the drug itself. Our 
legal system should have penal- 
ties' that coirespond to the dan- 
gerofadrug." 

Drawing scale of drup in 
relation to their- physical, psy- 
chiatric and social tiarmfulness, 
Dr. Unwin rated amphetamines 
and glue solvents highest on the 
s^e. 

"Neit in harmfubess are the 
depressants,- then the balludno- 
" ttDr^iJJnwin^continued. 



"Cannabis is lowest in harm- 
fulness." 

The psychiatrist placed alcohol 
in the same class as barbiturates. 
"If young kids misuse alcohol, 
they run far greater medical 
and social hazards than if they 
misuse cannabis," he noted. 

"To me, simple pleasure is 
conshiictive, self-fulfilling and 
dignified." Dr. Unwin asserted. 
"Many people can't understand 
that other people smoke cannabis 
for the same reason that they 
smcdce Belvedere cigarettes - 
because they like it" 

The man reason for young 
people starting to smoke ma- 
rijuana is "peer-group pressure." 
according to Dr. Unwin. 

He^waroed young people not 
to |rick up drugs on the streets. 
"The contamination of these 
drugs is terrifying," he said. 
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For PSA exec, and Dept. Reps. 

All students taking one Polisci 
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"The Addiction Research Coun- 
cil says that 59 percent of add 
samples sold on the streets do 
not contain acid. 

Dr. Unwin emphadzed Uiè dan- 
ger from contaminated drugs. 
"Kids come into the emergen- 
cy clinic, not knowing what they 
have taken," he said. 

He cited the dangers of 
"pushing." "B. you pve a joint 
to someone else,' or if you even 



offer him a joint without having 
one wiUi you, you are pushing 
and liable to life imprisonment," 
he said. 

"Society's attitude should 
change from a categorical impe- 
rative 'Thou Shalt not' to an at- 
titude of trust among people," he 
said. "In terms of our present 
knowledge, I would rather see 
people using cannabis than al- 
cohol." 



Dr. Unwin said Uiat Uie use of 
cannabis does not lead to use of 
heroin, in terms of pharmaco- 
logy. 

"Because of the underground 
nature of the drug traffic several 
years ago, people looking for 
marijuana were started on he- 
roin by pushers," he said. "Now,- 
people who want their cannabis 
know where to obtain it — from 
their friendly, neighbourhood 
pusher."

If one looked at 
andcnt Chinese writings concern- 
ing youth, one would Gnd shnilar 
complahits: lade of respect, for 
example". 

The comments of the speakers 
did not- becMne an anti-dnig 
fotum. However, the panelists did 
not advocate the use of drugs. 
■ The whole theme of Uie discus- 
sion can be summed up in Dr. 
Lohrenj^ words: "Who are we 
going to blame fw the drug so- 
ciety? We have met the enemy 
and they are us".

Anti- measures 
rally fizzles

MoGin students have voiced 
disaj^iroval of govenunent emer* 
gency actions, but few of tbem 
want to involve themselves in 
any concrete expressioa of their 
feelings. 

That seems to be the only 
conchuion possible after Friday's 
rally called . by an unidentified 
group of students in front of the 
Arts bnUding "to oppose political 
represdod." 

Addressing a crowd of ^iHt>- 
ximately 300, one of the orga- 
nisen, who refused to divulge 
his name, called upon the students 
to walk into the administration 
building and occupy it temporar- 
ily "as a gesttôre of protest 
against government rq)ression". 

Only ten people were willing 
to participate in sndi action, thus 
eliciting a private remarie from 
the speaker that the crowd was 
"hostile." 

This was in contrast to the 
students'enthudastie approval of 
his earlier .comments on the pre- 
sent tense situation in Qud>ec. 

"There is a state of martial 
law in Quebec," he declared 
amid cheers. "We all know it 
What are we going to do about 

itr . - 

At . this point, Stanley Frost, 
Vice-Prindpal ' (Profesional 
Affairs), shouldered his way onto 
the stairs with a megaphone to . 
declare the meeting illegal He 
was greeted with boos and ciie^ 
of"yoabloodyfascisL" 

"The universi^ disdahns all 
responsibility for the consequen- 
ces of your actions," he warned 
the assembled students. "I there- 



fore urge yoa to diq>ente at 
once." 

The stud«its elected to stay 
and Ustea to the speakers. 

"Noiwdly is saying that you 
shoidd sunMrt the FLQ," they 
woe toM in an s^iparait attempt, 
to avoid indictment under the 
War Measures Act brought into 
effect by Premier Trudeau. 

The organisers also attempted 
to inevent identification tqr sUdd- 
ing their faces wboiever cameras 
were aimed in their dfatection. A 
McGin Daily phqtognq)her who 
manager to get a picture was 
surrounded and almost had his 
film taken away from h&n. 

When some members of the 
crowd protested that this was in 
itself a restriction of dvU liber- 
ties, organisers retorted, "Pics 
takoi by |dgs are not dvil libe^ 
ties.". 

The only opposition at the meet- 
ing came from Senate candidate 
Bennett Little who urged "pro- ' 
Trudeau" students to speak up. 
"This country was founded on 
freedom," he declared. An un-' 
identified hedder replied sarcas- 
tically, "Yeah, the freedom of 
the Indian!" Further attempts, 
to speak on his part were drown-" 
ed oat by shouts of "Shut up!" 
and"Fudtoff!" 

After the miidmal response to 
their suggestion that the crowd 
occupy the adndnistration build- 
ing, the organisers asked those 
who were concerned enough about 
the dhution to "go into the 
classes and let everyone know 
wfaaf s happening." 

The others "who don't care 
about anything" were bitterly 
asked to "just go home and 
watch for the nens from Big 
Brother." 



Bell hopeful 
for money

"In the next few years money 
grants to McGill from the govern- 
ment of Quebec will increase only 
slowly", said McGill Principal 
and VicfrChancellor Robert E. 
Bell last Thursday. 

Speakmg at the 113th anniver- 
sary meetbig of the Graduates' 
Sodety, Dr. Bell predicted a 
slower growth rate for McGill in 
the near future, with, consequent 
slower growth in government 
grants. . - . 

"McGill's present financial 
difficulties stem from 'stabili- 
zation shock"," he declared. "The 
long period of rapid growth since 
World War II has come to an 
end, and McGill must adjust to 
lower student enrollment hi the 
three-year unhrersity." 

Dr. Bell would like to seq the 
Quebec government give a 
statutory grant yearly to each 
university. "Each unhrersity 
should be able to receive private 
money without imperillhig its 
statutoiy grant," he said. 

"The govemement could also 
'ghre out discretkmaiy g^ts", 
he said. "Grants of that nature 
are the icing on the cake which 
makes the difference between 
a good university and a great 
one." 



SCRAN TON 
COMMISSION 

WASHINGTON (CUPI) - After 
four months of study the Scran- 
ton Commission on Campus Un- 
rest says the crisis on American - 
campuses "has no parallel in the 
history of the nation." 

The conunission, appointed by 
President Nfacon followhig the 
deaths of four students at Kent 
State University and two at Jad(- 
son State College last spring, 
said hi their report released thb 
week: 

"This crisis has roots 'm divi- 
sions of American sodefy as 
deep as any shice the Civil War." 
. - The - reason}, for the campus 
revolts can . be ^traced to five 
major arejis. thé Conunission 
says. These are: 

• The war in Indo China 

• The changing stahis of youth 

• The spedal diaracter of 
the American university 

: : • A general .faurease in vio- 

lence-ïT^'î^: ', ' - ' 
- •'^ Broad changes in Western 

culture 

"This crisis has two compo- 
nents: a crisis of violence and a 
crisis of understanding. We fear 
new violence and growing en- 
mity." the Conunission says. 

Tlie Commission recominended 
that the Presidént of America 
take the lead bi explabiing to the 
American pe<vle the underlying 
causes of campus unrest and the 
urgenty of our present situation. 

"We recommend that he 
articulate and emphasize those 
values all Americans hold ■ in 
common. At the same time we 
urge hhn to pohit out thë^impor- 
tance of diversity and 'co-ccisténce 
to the nation's health." ' 

The nine-man commission, 
wtich included one student, said 
tint nothing is more unportant 
than an end to the war in Indo- 
china.

S. Africa: Repression

By being à member of an indusirid sodety wfaidi develops by 
drawing resources from the thfrd world, by being a member of a 
NATO country, by drinking Paarl wine or smoking Rothmans dga- 
rettes. and by your apathy, you are contributing to the oppression 
of the blacks in Southern Africa. 

If even one of the above categories applies to you, you are main- 
taining the sodal order hi South Afiica; a social order based on the 
discrimination of races, a sodal order tliat advocates vriiite supre- 

South Africa is a country where â pôson can be sentra^l'to^S 
years in prison, 15 lashes with the cat o'nhie tails, and a Rand 1200 
fine for passive resistance and dvil disobedience. 

In South Afiica, since 1948, -more than 5 million convictions have 
taken place under the pass laws hi a counby where the total black 
population, induding children, is 13 miUion. 

• Any blade considered to be dangerous can be detauied for three 
months, a person serving a sentence under the Suppression of Com- 
munism Act yibo may be suq>ected to be reddivist is detained after 
the expiration of Us sentence. For the blade there is no appeal 

. In wnk camps, visitors speak of extreme poverty and starva- 
tion. The Terrorism Act of 1967 ivovides that a person even cons- 
piring to commit terrorist activities can be hanged, and that under 
no circumstances is he to recdve less than 5 years imprisonment 

This is a country in wiiich only whites over 18 years of age can 
vote; a sodety where free speech is curtailed to the extent Uiat io 
1963, 7,500 publications were banned.

course. 

Mhced marriages were prohibited by law hi 1949»Piior hiter- 
radal marriages were annulled, and families were lat&Âj ^lit, 
vrith no respert to age. Members often had to live in separate areas. - 

Soath Africa is a country, vdiere non-whites must pay to go to 
lainuBy and secoodaiy sdiooL Whites recdve this edocation fiee. 
In 1964 there were 40,000 wUte univerdty sfautats, but ooJy 4,000 
non-whites. 

The noo-«idtes are prohibited from attending the open univer- 
sities, but must attend one of five "tribal college^' which are di- 
rectiy controlled by tiie Government, and idddi are not recognised 
internationally as having university status.

SouUi Africa Is a country where legislation is passed to channel 
Uie bulk of the hidigenous hihabitants into a^cnlhiral and manual 
wnk, thus creating a permanent, abundant, and cheap bbour force. 

TUs is a labour force wUcfa GIL and Ptdymer, Gnlf OU, Sbefl 
and Esso use to economic advantage, and whidi amounts to little 
more than forced labour. «^«î^,^'^» 

To consider the disfrihution of wealth: for inloe^ the smasfi 
monthly wage'for a irtdte is 17 times than that of a black. 
And the blade is forbidden to strike for a raise hi p^ or hnprove- 
ment of worldng conditions. 

This sihiation shows no sign of changhig. On the contrary, tihe 
South African Govoument is bitensitying its refnression of libera- 
tion groups such as the African (Congress. Largescale police opera- 
tions are behig made hi conjunction with Uie Portuguese authorities 
based in Angola and Mozambique. 

However, certain outside organizations, such as the World 
Coundl of Churches are hdfring Uie black emandpation groups in 
SouUion Africa. Such outside aid may be Uie only way to bring about 
a reversal of the situation.

Text of Emergency regulations 
under the War Measures Act 



War Measures Act 

PaUie Order RoguUitions, 1970 
Oct 16, 1970 

Whereas it continues to ht recognized in Canada tliat 
men' and institutions remain free only wlien freedom is 
founded upon respect for moral and spirituai values and the' 
nileoflaw; 

And whereas there is in contemporary Canadian soci- 
ety an elemoit or group Icnown as Le Front de Liberation 
du Quebec yitta advocate the use of force or the commis- 
sionlDf 'çriiMtasrà7means of or as an aid in accomplishing 
a governmental change witliin Canada and who have resort- 
ed to the commission of serious crimes hicluding murder, 
threat of murder and kidnapping; 

And whereas the Government of Canada desires to 
ensure that lawful and effective measures can be taken 
against those vrtio thus seelc to destroy the basis of our 
democratic governmental system, on which the enjoyment 
of our human rights and fundamental freedoms is founded, 
and to ensure the conthiued protection of those rights and 
freedoms in Canada^ 

Therefore, His Elxcdlency the Goveraor-General-in- 

Councll, on the recommendation of the Prime Minister, purr 
suant to the War Measures Act, is pleased hereby to niake 
the annexed regulations to provide emergency powers for 
the preservation of public order in Canada. 



Regulations to provide Emergency 
Powers for the Preservation off 
Public Order in Canada 

SHORT TITLE. 

1. These regulations may be cited as the Public Order 
Regulations, 1970. ' 
Interpretation 



2. In these regulations, 

"coinmunicate" hidudes the act of communicating by 
telephone, broadcasting or other audible or visible means ; 

"peace officer".means a peace officer as defined hi the 
Criminal Code and includes a member of the Canadian Arm- 
ed Forces; 

"statements" includes words spoken or written or 
recorded electronically or dectromagnetically or other- 
wise, and gestures, signs or other visible representations; 
and 

"the unlawful association" means the group of parsons 
or association declared by these regulations to be an unlaws 
ful association. . ' ^ 



3. Thé group of persons or association known as Le 
Ftant de Liberation du Quebec and any successor group or 
successor association of the said Le FYont de Liberation du 
Quebec or any group of persons or association that ad- 
vocates the use of force or the commission of crime as a 
means of or as an aid b accompUsUng governmental change 
withfai Canada is declared to be an unlawful association. 



4. A person who 

a) is or professes to be a member of the unlawful as- 
sociation, 

b) acts or professes to act as an officer of the unlawful 
association, 

c) conununicates statements on bdialf of or as a rep- 
resentative of the unlawful association. 

d) advocates or promotes the unlawful acts, aims, prin- 
ciples or policies of the unlawful association. 



e) contributes anything as dues or otherwise to the un- 
lawful association or to anyone for the benefit of the unlaw- 
ful association, J 

0 solicits suhscripUons or contributions for the unbw- 
fulassociatk)n,or> ' 

g) advocates, promotes or engages in tlie use of force 
or the commission of diminal offenses as a means of ac- 
carapUsÛiig a governmental diange within Canada. - 

is guilty of an hidictable offence and liable to imprison- 
ment for a terrt not exceeding fhre years. 

5. A person, who, knowing or having reasonable cause 
to believe that another person is guilty of an offense under 
these regulations, gives that other person any assistance 
with bitent thereby to prevent, hinder or interfere with the 
apprdiension, trial or punishment of that person for that of- 
fense is guilty of an hidictable offensé and liable to bnpris- 
onment for a term not exceedhig five years. 

6. An owner, lessee, agent or superintendent of any 
building, room, premises or other place. who . knowingly 
permits therein.any meeting of the unlawful association or 
any branch, committee or members thereof, or any as- 
semblage of persons who promote the acts, aims, prin- 
ciples or policies of the unlawful association is guilty of an 
bidictaUe offense and liable to a fine of not more than' 
$5,000 or to bnprisonment for a term not exceeding fhre 
years OE to both. 



7. (1) A person arrested for an offense under section 
4 shall be detained \a custody vrithout.bail pending trial 
unless the Attorney-General of the province hi whidi the 
person is being detahied consent to the rdease of that 
person on bail. 

2) Where an accused has been arrested for an offense 
under these regulations and is detained in custody for the 
purpose only of ensuring his attendance at the trial of the 
charge under these regulations m respect of which he is in 
custoify and the trial has not commenced withhi 90 days 
from the thne he was first detained, the person having the 
custody of the accused shall, forthwith upon the exphiatlon 
of such 90 days, apply to a judge of the superior court of 
criminal jurisdiction in the province in which the accused 
is being detained to fix a date for the trial and the judge 
may Hx a date for the begiiming of the trial or give such 
directions as he thhiks necessary for expediting the trial of 
the accused. 

8. In any prosecution for an offense under these régula- 
.tiens, evidence that any person. 

(a) attended ady meeihig of the unlawful association, 

(b) spoke publidy hi advocacy for the unlawful associa- 
tion, or 



(c) communicated statements of the unlawful associa- 
tion as a representative or professed representatWe of the 
unlawful association 

is, h) the absoice of evidence to the contrary, proof 
that he is a member of the unlawful association. 



9. (1) A peace officer may arrest without warrant 

- (a) a person who he has reason to suspect is a member 
of the unlawful association ; or 

(b) a person who professes to be a member of the un- 
lawful association, or 

(a) a person who he has reason to suspect has conrnilt- 
ted, is committmg or is about to commit an act described 
in paragrai^ b) to g) of section 4. 

(2) A person arrested pursuant to subsection (1) shall 
be taken before a justice having jurisdiction and cliarged 
with an offense described m section 4 not later than seven 
days after his arrest, unless the Attorney-General of the 
provuice in whidi the person is being detamed has, before 
the expiry of those seven days, issued an order that the 
accused tie further detained untU the expiry of à period not 
exceeding 21 days after his arrest, at the end of which pe- 
riod the person arrested shall be taken before a justice 
having jurisdiction and charged with an offense described 
bi sedion 4 or rdeased from custody. 

10. A peace officer nuy enter and seudi without war- 
rant any premises, place, vdiide, vessd or aircraft in 
vhich he has reason to susped 

(a) Anythhig is kept or used for the purpose of promot- 
big the uidawfd acts, aims, prindples or policies of the 
unlawful association: 

(b) there is anything that may be evidoice of an offeise 
under these regulations ; 



(c) any member of the unlawful association is present; 



or 



(d) any person is bebig detabied by the unlawful asso-- 
ciation. 



11. Any property that a peace officer has reason to 
suspect may t)e evidence of an offense under these regula- 
tions may, without warrant, be seized a peace officer and 
held for 90 days from the date of seizure or until the final 
dispositun of any proceedmgs bi rdatlon to an offense 
under these regulations m whkh such property may be 
required, whichever is the later. 



12. These regulations shall be enforced ui sudi manner 
and by such courts, officers and authorities as enforce bi- 
dictatde offenses created by the Crimbial Code.

Redmen stunned 20-15; 
Play-off hopes dim 



1970 vrill probably go down in 
McCill history as the year of the 
punt return. This usually harmless 
facet of the football game first 
wreaked havoc when Peter Bender 
used it to singlfhandedly destroy 
Mdfaster 3M earlier . tliis 
season. Bat lUce the siidster 
creation of Baron von Frankes- 
tein, the pant retnm eventually 
reared it ugly bead and destroyed 
its former master. In this case, 
however, the momter killed Mc- 
Gin twice. 

The first murder occurred 
a week ago in Kingston where 
Queen's halfback Skip Eaman 
devastated tbeRedmen by return-' 
ing two Hoiri Janssen punts for 
touchdowns. The plague then 
ccHitinued in fine fashion on 
Saturday at Molson Stadium where 
a speedy runt named Gord Mc- 
Lellan socked it to McGill three 
thnes while leading his Waterloo 
team-mates to a 20-15 victory.

In the process, the visitm^ 
vbo pidœd up their initial win 
of the campaign, were leaving the 
, Redmen with an u|diill battle to 
regain last year's Yates Cup. 
This contest was to be a mere 
warmup fw McGill, a great 
chance to gain ground on the 
leaders. Now it looms as a 
rather heavy loss and possibly 
an omen of things to come. 
•This reporter and the 4,000 
qtedators present witnessed the 
first harbinger of doom when the 
9T* McLellan ripped off a 76 
yard punt return in the first quar- 
ter to put the Warriors ahead 
M. Tbe Redmen, however, allow- 
ed their supporters to breathe 
. a sigh of relief when they took 
the ensuing kickoff and marched 
85 yards downfield to score on 
an 18 yard K en Aikin scamper. 

Dan Smith's convert made it 
7-6, and the Redmen hadn't even 
broken into a sweat yet Water- 
loo soon. changed that situation, 
though, by obtahiing the baU 
twice deep in Redmen tenitoiy 
hi itbe second qnarter. MoGUTs 
defioioe managed to'cniâdD than 
and WateriooTs field goal team 
missed one attempt and had 
another blocked. On the last play 
erf the half, however, McLean 
rambled 77 yards with another 
punt to enable Waterioo to sit 
onalS-7halftfanelead. 




It doesn't take much bna^na- 
tion to figure what Redmen Coach 
Tom Mooney was saying to his 
charges in the dressing room. 
Obviously it had an immediate 
effect on than for the Redmen 
forced a fumble on Waterioo^s 
first series in the third quvter. 
Dave Doherty. recovered the 
ban on the visitors 41 and four 
plays later McGill to<A back the 
lead on a 30 yard pass and run 
from Dan Smith to Rick SufBeld 
for a converted major. 



From this pohit on the Red- 
men enjoyed excellent opportu- 
nities to place the game out of 
reach, but their failure to capital- 
ize on them allowed Waterloo to 
remain within striking distance. 
Then the visitors administered 
the final blow with a minute left 
hi the contest wfaoi McLeUan 
meandered^ through a maze of 
fallen Redmen 106 yards for an 
increifihle she points. 

Mooney was both logical and 
philosophical about the defeat 
He shrugged off the punt returns 
as ))eug due to the fact that 
Hemi Janssen is bexperienced 
and that it would be dangerous

"We've got everything there 
but we can't put the pieces 
together", he offered, meaning 
that most of the same personnel 
wlio won him a championship 
last year are not rendering 
the same output His offei^ve 
Une was pitifully ihcon^nt 
on Saturday and his quarter- 
bade, Dan Smith, could only 
complete 8 passes ia 24 attempts 
and was intercepted twice. Even 
offensive stalwart Peto- Bender 
was dropphig passes. When Mc- 
Gill's defence came up with the 
baU twice, on the Waterloo 25 and' 
12, late in the third quarter the 
offense failed to gamer a shigle 
point 

Performances like these do 
not a winning team make. The 
Redmen deserved to lose that 
game and even McLean's heroics 
could not obscure that fact In 
the last quarter the Redmen were 
desperately hanging on to their 
slim lead but instead of holding 
Waterloo down they allowed the 
Warriws to twice march within 
20 yards of the end zone. Only 
the inepUbide of the visitors' 
field goal unit preserved the 
McGill lead. 

Mboney's task will be to repair 
that crack for next Satiuday's 
Queen's encounter. If he succeeds 
and Dave Fleiszo: and flanker 
Rick Suffield repeat thdr ex-

Once upon a football team

Battered visions of sugar plums lay strewn 
about the Redmen drying room floor as 
only the sound of wet swcatshhts peeling off 
weary bodies pierced the uneasy silence. 

Dan Smith wandered by, choked over a word, 
then walked away, unwilUng and unable to ar- 
tkulate his feeUnp, while guard Cliff Moore 
could only express angry (fisbelief tempered 
by bitter disappointment 

Dave Fleiszer paced ahnlessly about, per- 
haps unsure of what to do, and the team trahi- 
ers scurried to dose the dresshig room door- 
a 'subtle' hfait to press and other bystanders 
that this was not a good thne to drop hi for a 
visit. 

And Tom Mooney... he stood dejectedly 
outside, shakhig hb head. 'I Just cant believe 
it - three touchdowns on runbacks.' he said, 
■sonie of those guys on the punt return team 
Just didn't want it bad enou^. But ah-fa- we 
find a différait way to lose it every thne. ' 

Yeah, the Redmen have certafaily found 
enou^ ways to blow it, from last second 
touchdowns and eitd-ione fumbles to just 
plahi lousy football. But you've got to wonder 
what it was that brought the number one rank- 
ed team hi the country from a weU-played 
early season tie with theh- leadhig rival, to 
vhtual play-off eUnUnation hi Saturday's hu- 
militating loss to last-place Waterloo. 

Many questions 

Perhaps much of it was due to over-confi- 
dence, in which case a lot of people are to 
blame-from the guys on the team ri^t down 
to reporters like myself who brashly predict- 
ed a certain massacre overt the 'hapless' 
Warriors, and have been eathig 'crow' ever 
since. But then agahi, it should have been a 
'certahi massacre.' 



You might want to blame it on Coach 
Mooney; any thne a team with champkinship 
potential is mhed near the league's basement 
then the coach must be doing somethhig wrong. 

But' don't forget that the team which Mooney 
workers harder than any other contingent in 
Canada stiU thhiks that he's one of the best 
coaches around. 

How about the decision to termhiate In- 
tercollegiate Athletics (induding football) 
after this season? It's hard to keep a squad 
when everybody's busy looting for someplace 
to play football next year. And losses... any 
thne you lose a middle-Unebacker, a place- 
Udcer, a star runniiig bade txiA an awestmiQ 
defenshre end, thru hijury or absence then 
you're bound to feel it hi the standhigs. 

The punt return squad offers the most con- 
crete excuse for the team's pli^t. They 
have had five touchdowns scored upon them 
y; 'oi.%4Î!M*jtw> games and thdr abomhiable 
pentonnance has certahily been the chief 
contributor to the ^Redmen's predicament. 
Weather bad breaks, an htoperienced Q.b;.. 
the list goes on and on. 

But when you've run out of reasons, oiie 
truism remafais. 

Last season, when the Redmen swept to 
the nattonal play-offs, there was à certabt 
mad deshre, a gutless recklessness which 
told you that if McGill had to stop some- 
body on the 1 yard Ime then they would, and 
if Dave Fleiszer needed 10 yards on thhd 
downtbenbe'dgetitTliisyearthatJust'aiii't'* ^ 
so. 

When McGill needs the big play, somebody 
fumbles or Dan Smith throws the' hitercep- 
tion or the other team runs bade a 90 yard 
punt rcbim. The deshre, or spark or whatever 
you want to call it which charactoized last 
year's contingent Just isnrt there this season. 



Notenough answers 

Not that the Redmen don't have the talent. 
Theh- defense is probably still the finest such 
unit hi Canadian College ball. In their last 
three games they have not yelded 'a shigle 
touchdown, all of the opposition scoring com- 
big on punt returns and fumble recoveries. 

The offense as well (at least on paper), 
Is a fearful unit. With the addition of new- 
comer Rick Suffidd, who showed superb 
form hi Saturday's loss, McGill boasts two 
of the country's premier recehrers, not to 
mention the OQAA's leading passer. Add to 
the brew runnmg backs' of the calibre of 
Fleiszer and Aikin and an offensive line with 
all-stars Howie Mednick, Jay Harris and 
□iff Moore and you have what should be a 
leadhig eontender for the College football 
crown. 

Yet, regardless of the reasons, there they 
arc, wallowhig hi fourth place of theu dWi- 
sion, which is right where th^ll stay unies 
they shape up quickly. 

The Redmen have three games remafaihig 
agabist the three top ranked teams hi the 
OQaA. If they can recapture the missuig 
higredient which characterized them last 
season, then is no reason why they can't go 
into aU of these ball games and demonstrate 
the foothaU superiority which is . theirs. 
They have to do this not Just to keep alive 
theh- now slhn, mathematteal hopes of a 
play-off spot, but also to repbi some of the 
pride that they have left scattered pbout Mol- 
son Stadium. 

The Redmen must whi all of their remahihig 
contests - they owe It to theh- fans and thdr 
coach; but most , of all they owe It to 
themsdves.
